OF SEIZED BEER 
TRUCK AND LOAD 


The Pennsylvania Liquor Control 


Board has filed with the clerk of 
courts here a petition asking the 
Adams county court to "forfeit and 
condemn and direct the disposition 
thereof" of the 1947 Dodge truck, 
a quantity of beer and other articles 
seized by state liquor agents from 
Edward DeH. Stick, 120 Broadway, 
Hanover. 


According to the petition the Stick 


property was seized by Enforcement 
Officer F. H. Henry for the Penn- 
sylvania Liquor Control Board on 
January 11 at the Knight* of Co- 
lumbus home in McSherrystown. 
Among the articles taken were the 
truck, two one-half barrels full of 
Gunther beer, a canvas tarpaulin, 2 
empty half barrels, a set of double 
coils with taps and gauges, two one- 
half barrels of beer partly full, and 
a carbonic acid gas bottle.

FARMERS WANT 
MORE CROP AND 
SOIL PROGRAMS 
Additional, crops and soils days 


to be held at various times through 
the year were asked by a number 
of county fanners Thursday after- 
noon at-the conclusion of a "Crops 
and Soils Day" program held by 
the Adams County Agricultural Ex- 
tension Association at St. Jtmes 
Lutheran church. 


During the afternoon session the 


farmers heard J. B. R. Dickey, of 
the state college extension staff, 
tell of the use of chemical weed 
killers-and jways to handle grains 
better, heard Elmer Pifer. of the 
extension staff, speak of soil erosion 
and ways to p^vent it, learned 
from a number of the farmers pres- 
ent the experience they had in such 
things as contour and strip farming 
and use of finishing flues in hay 
mow, and heard from H. T. Hart- 
man, county agent, that, "There is 
nothing difficult about strip farm- 
ing. The Lord put the slopes there 
and the biggest difficulty is not 
strip cropping or contour farming, 
the biggest difficulty is getting the 
people most concerned—the farmer 
owning the farm—to do it." 


Show Color Films 


Strip farming and contour plant- 


ng seemed to cause the most dis- 
cussion among the 75 farmers pres- 
ent. Pifer, after outlining the need 
or strip and contour work to pre- 
ent loss of soil, showed color fllms 
depicting a number of farms laid 
out on the contour, that not only 
>aves soil "but time and fuel." 


Several farmers 'expressed them- 


selves as well pleased with their 
arms since the fields have been 
aid out on the contour, with one 
pointing out "it takes a little time 
a get used to it, but then you like 
t."Grass and hay offer the farmer 
the best opportunity to "grow more 
stuff on his farm and help solve 
two problems, the high cost of la- 
bor and the high cost of feed." 
Dickey told the group. He urged

MORE HEALTH 
REPORTS FOR 
SCHOOLS GIVEN 


More than half of the students 


examined in Conewago, Germany 
and Union townships and New Ox- 
ford were found to have remediable 
defects the annual school health 
test discloses.

The Russians had charged 
that the actions of a U. S. military 
mission in Iran constituted a threat 
to the Spviet border—a charge which 
U. S. Ambassador George V. Allen 
characterised as "an improper in- 
terference in the internal affairs of 
Iran." Furthermore, the Tehran gov. 
eminent has accused Russia of giv- 
ing refuge to Iranian rebels.

Pneaaueaee ef Christ: 


Paul's testimony about Christ is 


expressed in the second text from 
Coloeslans. Bpaphras, one of Paul'i 
converts who had established the 
Church at Colossae, brought a re- 
port to Paul while he was Impris- 
oned at Rome. This led Paul to 
write a letter in which he prayed 
that they would have a true knowl- 
edge of Christ, be worthy followers, 
and not' be led' into any errors about 
the" true nature of Christ and his re- 
lation to the Church. Here Paul 
states that Christ "who is the image 
of the invisible God" is the center 
of creation and head of the church. 
He attempts to explain that the way 
of salvation through Christ is a 
glorious experience. 


Divinity of Christ , 


The divine 'nature of Christ has 


been formally expressed in .the 
phrases of the Nicene Creed: Many 
of the teachings regarding the na- 
ture of Christ have caused 'great 
theological debates. The three great 
creeds of Christendom—the Apostle's 
Creed, the Nicene Creed and the 
Athanasian Creed—are the result of 
these theological controversies. 


The Nicene Creed was formulated 


several years after the first meeting 
of -church leaders held in the city 
of Nicaea near Constantinople in 325 
A.D. 
The 
Emperor Constantine4 


called the meeting which is known 
as the Nicene Council. These are 
many references to the divinity of 
Jesus in the Nicene Creed, but for 
the average layman the words of 
the Silesian folk song "Blessed Sa- 
vior" express his understanding of 
the nature of Jesus: 
"Beautiful Savior, King of Creation, 
Son of God and son of man."

Dickey said, to prevent drift of the 
spray to plants, trees or shrubs 
which may- be seriously injured or 
killed by contact with very minute 
amounts of the spray. The material 
comes in several forms, he added, 
with the ester forms stronger than 
the salt forms. However the salt 
forms are safer when used on the 
ground near trees because the ester 
form will volatilize while the salts 
do not. 


Sodium chlorate has been used ex- 


tensively and successfully to kill

The best method is to 
broadcast the salt form by hand.
